GOOD POSTURE IS 
A HEALTH ASSET . 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


OOD posture Is not only an 

aid to beauty but o positive 
health asset. In other words, 
if you indulge in slumping you 
will eventually pay a price for 
it—and a painful one, because 
one .of the penaltics usually 
exacted is backache, 
backache 


Of course, * may 


result from other causes but by - 


far the most common typo of 
Jow back pain is duc to nothing 
more than a-long-contlnued 
habit of faulty standing or sit- 
ting. * 


When a person stands correct- 
Jy—head high, chest in, shoulders 
back, abdomen flat—his body Is 
perfectly balanced: -and poised 
for action. Very Iittle effort Is 
required to keep - it in the up- 
right position. But suppose the 
abdomen sags, the chest is flat- 
tened, the- shoulders, huinped, 
and the back swayed inward. 
Then everything is thrown ‘out 
of allgnment and - normal body 
balance is upset. In order to 
maintnin the erect. position, 
undue strain Is placed .on 
muscles and ligaments ‘which 
suppert the spine. Long-term 
result of such strain jis pain in 
the lower part of the back 

«J where the stress is greatest. 


Mechanical Backacho . 


This+ type of backache 1s 
known as mechanical backache 
because itis due toa dis- 
turbance of the factors which 
upset ‘normal body balance. 
Other things which may con- 
tribute {o It are relaxed 
abdominal muscles, overwetght, 
and ‘weak back muscles, 
Certaln individuals suffer ‘from 
thla same sort of pain because 
one leg is shorter than tho other. 
In these cases strain on the back 
muscles is Inerensed by oa tilting 
of the hips.

Doctors Of Infamy 


ov August 20, 1047, an 
American military’ tribunal 
in Nuremberg, Germany, ren- 
‘dered a verdict In the case of 20 
physicians and. throe civilians, 
all Germans, who were charged 
with violent crimes the defen- 
dants called “experiments In the 
Interest of science.” 

Seven of the defendants were 
@ondemned to death, nine were 
agntenced to prison and the rest 
were nequitted. A complete, un- 
censored, documented account of 
that’ trial has been . published 
under the title, DOCTORS of 
INFAMY (Schuman, US$3), The 
publishers say the book is dn- 
tended “to make mankind re- 
Member the “Nuremberg Medl- 
cal Trial” so that the suffering 
of the -victims ' will” not have 
been in valn. , 

Tho horrors and absurditics of 
those “experiments” were wide- 
ly published at the time of the 
triaL One was the immersion of 

a. “test person” in o tank of fee 
water, keeping him there almost 
to the point of death and then 
reviving him through various 
methods, among them tlic plac- 
ing of two naked women along- 
side him in a bed. 

The book documents’ beyond 
doubt: experiments in mass 
sterilisation, extermination of 
racial groups, a vast cuthanasia 
progrgmme, and research with 
itve, human “guinea pigs” In 
typhus, mustard gas and other 
fields. 

One closes the book in agree- 
ment with the publisher—that 
mankind should not forget.
